SUMMARY 


The cotton oil market is the subject 
for comment this week as a compara- 
tively high price was realized on ex- 
port business; it is gener ally conceded 
that values have been too low for a 


manufacturers profit and while fluc- 
tuations are not expected to be impor- 
tant hereafter, it is hardly probable 
that the low prices ruling during the 
winter months will be touched again 
for some time to come. Coroso nut oil 
is attracting the attention of soap man- 
ufacturers, as it is being introduced 
here by southern parties who are crush- 
ing the nuts received from Honduras, 
The alcohol pool is not yet a settled 
fact, as three or four distillers have to 
complete the list of membership before 
the combination starts out afresh. An 
inquiry concerning Ichthyol is answer- 
ed and full information given as to its 
composition, source and uses. The 
opium traffic and extent of the smug- 
gling as practiced on the Pacific Coast, 
is a subject made interesting at the 
present time by the unusual efforts 
made to stop the illegal importations, 
Some remarks on the exports of min- 
eral oils show that shipments are still 
decreasing; the tabulated statement in 
the miscellaneous columns explains 
the export trade in detail. Reference 
is made to the fact that the Austrian 


Government is about to establish a 
petroleum refinery near Trieste and 
use American crude oil. Carrying 
petroleum in bulk is growing in popu- 
larity and we announce the alteration 
of a Spanish steamer to transport oil 
in this manner. The improve- 
ment in shellac furnishes the 


topic of an editorial article in this 
issue, the gum being in a more satis- 
factory position than for a number of 
years past, while the future promises 
greater remuneration to those who 
have hoped against hope for an im- 
provement in prices. The advance in 
linseed oil, which was caused by reports 
of the partial failure of the flaxseed 
crop by drouth was somewhat of a 
surprise to the trade, but in an article 
on the subject we endeavor to show 
that it was timely and fully warranted 
by circumstances. Many improvements 
in the manufacture of glass in recent 
years have placed domestic makers in a 
position to compete more successfully 
with foreign makers, and there are not 
a few who entertain the belief that the 
day is not far distant when the Ameri- 
can consumers will be supplied en- 
tirely by home production. A recent 
improvement in the manufacture of 
glass in this country, and one which is 
likely to be generally adopted in time, 
is the introduction of tank furnaces; 
there is naturally considerable opposi- 
tion to the innovation, and this, with 
the arguments in favor of these furna- 
ces, is considered at length in this 
issue. 

The first arrival of Russian oil in 
tauks has just been received in Lon- 
don from Batoum. The Leipsic 
Chamber of Commerce rather favors 
Russian oi], and through prejudice has 
misrepresented the American product. 
The semi-annual review of the English 
petroleum trade shows that the ex- 
pansion of trade is still progressing 
unchecked. Freights have been re- 
duced on Russian petroleum to Aus- 
tria and Germany and this has caused 
a larger movement of oil. A country- 
man who strayed into the New York 
Petroleum Exchange thought the oil 
was dirt cheap at sixty-five cents per 
barrel, as the barrels alone bring more 
than that. The runs, shipments and 
stocks of Franklin's heavy oil field, 
give an idea of the value of that terri- 
tory. Oil premiums are stimulating 
operations in the Bradford region. A 
speculator who probably got caught 
on the wrong side of the market pro- 
nounces the oil trade rotten and ar- 
tificially propped up. Another pipe line 
and storage company is projected, with 
Oil City as headquarters. The greatness 
of the present aggregate production is 
asurprise to producers, who look to 
the price as the only bullish point. 

The manufacture of window glass is 
fully illustrated on ‘another page. 
The alleged customs frauds at New 
York and Boston, may result in a 
Board of general appraisers. A list of 
awards in the line of drugs and chemi- 
cals is givenas accepted by the Bureau 
of Engravingand Printing. Thecrop 
of peppermint is heard from again 
from two Michigan sources. Several 
new features will be found under the 
head of glass items. Two bills were 
passed by Congress last week on the 
transportation of imported merchan- 
dise. Saccharine is discussed by two 
English chemical societies, and the an- 
pouncement made that a company has 
been formed in Germany to manufac- 
ture it. In the correspondence column 
will be found a letter complaining of 
of the preference given to New York 
over Southern turpentine barrels. 


Among the list of new business en- 
terprises, will be found a number of 
items interesting to most readers; this

HOW IS QUININE? 

Many inquiries, by letter, which 
come tous daily, indicate that there 
are many readers of this paper includ- 
ing some of speculative proclivities in- 
side of the drug trade, who would be 
glad to have some definite basis for an 
opinion on the future course of qui- 
nine. The REPORTER has always 
avoided prognostications which might 
lead any of its readers to investments 
that would entail loss upon them, and 
in the present instance it regrets that 
it cannot gratify the desire of its 
friends with more than a simple recital 
of facts likely to influence the future 
of quinine, leaving them to form their 
own conclusions as to its probable 
course. The first basis to be deter- 
mined upon is whether the demand is 
equal to the supply, If it is, then 
present prices are to be considered 
cheap, while on the other hand if the 
supply is in excess of the demand, a 
still lower range of values must neces- 
sarily follow unless some unforseen ac- 
cident should happen to either one of 
our domestic or foreign factories. In 
such an event, 2s a matter of course 
speculators would be quick to take ad- 
vantage of the disaster and advance 
prices for the time being, when 
subsequently, supply and demand, 
would again regulate values. The re 
ceipts of foreign quinine since the first 
of the present year have been 623,400 
ounces entered at this port, and for 
the same period of 1885 they were 466,- 
701 ounces, which does not include the 
direct shipments to Philadelphia, St. 
Louis, Chicago and other ports of 
entry. Meanwhile the domestic man 
ufacturers have all been at work. 
Whether they have worked their fac- 
tories to their full capacity we are un- 
able to say, but at no time has it been 
reported that they were short of stocks. 
Neither is it certain whether these 
large receipts have gone into consump- 
tion or are still held by speculatorsand 
only waiting for a sharp advance in 
prices to bring them to light, as many 
will remember was the case a few years 
ago when the syndicate tried to con- 
trol the opium market. At that time 
even from the “‘by-ways and hedges,” 
stocks were produced that were sup- 
posed to have gone into consumption. 
This however may not be the case as 
regards quinine. Another very im- 
portant factor to be considered in this 
relation are the shipments of barks 
from Ceylon which as our readers are 
aware, have been very large since the 
first of the year and from all reports 
are likely to remain so for at least sev- 
eral weeks tocome. In a circular is- 
sued by one of the domestic manufac- 
turers recently, the situation is given 
as follows :— 

“Tn 1886, asin several previous seasons, the 
unusually heavy shipments of cinchona bark 
from Ceylon have depressed the price of qui- 
nine. Upto June 19 the shipments from Col- 
ombo since October 1, 1885, amounted to 
11,750,000 Ibs., or as much as during the entire 
business year ending October 1, 1885. Ship- 
ments from that point continue heavy, having 
been, from June 19 to July 8, over 1,000,000 
pounds. Notonly are we confronted by four 
months’ shipments in excess of last year. but 
the stock of East India bark in London is 
heavier than ever before, and we are in Amer- 
icaentering upon the period ofthe minimum 
demand for quinine. A prospective decline in 
cinchona bark is always anticipated in the 
price of quinine, the price of that article to-day 
being somewhat lower than the quotations for 
bark can yet justify.” 

Since this was written the recent 
auction sale of barks in London indi- 
cated that with the increased ship- 
ments together with the large stock of 
barks in London, lower prices would 
range in the near future, even though 
the last prices obtained—31¢d. to 4d.— 
are considered as being very low, and 
those of our manufacturers who were 
fortunate enough to obtain a good 
supply of barks at these figures do not 
hesitate to say they seeno prospect of 
a rise in values of quinine in the imme- 
diate future. Of late there have been 
several forced sales,as they are called,of 
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quinine on the London market, which 
have brought low prices ia comparison 
with current quotations, thelatest sale 
being 5,000 ounces of B. & 8. which 
sold for 2s. less five per cent., making 
the cost here equal to about forty- 
seven and one-half cents. How many 
more lots may come to the surface for 
sale depends on the ability of the 
holder to keep his margins good. No 
marked improvement in the jobbing 
demand is expected to be felt dur- 
ing the summer months, although with 
in the past few days a good consump- 
tive demand has been in progress 
which has resulted in the placing of 
several thousand ounces at current 
prices this however does not indicate 
any immediate change in values, but 
the fall demand is awaited with interest 
by many holders who anticipate in the 
future steady prices,owing to the grad- 
ual disappearance from the field of 
many speculators who have berome 
tired of seeing stocks depreciate on their 
hands, and have left the field to engage 
in more profitable articles.

THE IMPROVEMENT IN SHELLAC. 

Our market reports for several weeks 
past have recorded a gradual improve- 
ment in shellac, an article which fora 
number of years has been in a most 
unsatisfactory condition. The con- 
sumption steadily dwindled until a 
few weeks ago, and in the meantime 
stocks were accumulating both here 
and abroad, until the quantity held by 
dealers reached unprecedented figures. 
Under these circumstances the shrink- 
age in values which followed was but 
natural, and few could be found bold 
enough at the beginning of the present 
year to predict a change in the situa- 
tion before its close. Still the change 
has come and it is a matter for con- 
gratulatiop to those, at any rate, who 
are blessed with a superabundance of 
stock, that thechange is for the better. 

The improvement in the consuming 
demand which began about the turn 
of the year, but which has been inter: 
mittent ever since, gave hope of better 
times to come; but the doleful accounts 
from London. coupled with continnal- 
ly increasing stocks there and in this 
country, went along way toward dis- 
sipating the brighter views which 
many were disposed to take of the 
future. When information was re- 
ceived a few weeks since that a major- 
ity of the factories in India had been 
compelled toshut down in consequence 
of unremunerative prices, the hopeful 
ones again took heart of grace and 
subsequent events have done much to 
confirm their opinion that a perma- 
nent improvement has begun. A few 
speculative purchases in London at 
about the beginning of the month, and 
the statistical exposition helped to in- 
crease confidence in the future, and 
this appeared to be all that was need- 
ed to inaugurate an upward move- 
ment in prices. 

The statistics which we have re- 
ceived to date show that while stocks 
on hand both here and in London are 
very large, the prospects that there 
will be no material addition to them 
for some time to come are very en- 

‘couraging to present holders. The 
shipments of shellac from Calcutta to 
all parts of the world from January Ist 
to June 12th were 27,686 chests to 
London, 6,654 chests to the continent 
and 7,857 chests to the United States; 
a total of 32,197 chests against 55,740 
chests for the corresponding period in 
1885. This gives a difference of 23,543 
chests, a very important decrease con- 
sidering that the heaviest shipments 
of the year, taking the average, are 
here represented. The most important 
factories being closed, and very little 
manufactured shellac remaining at 
Calcutta to be shipped, it seems very 
likely that the prophecy made last De- 
cember, that the surplus would have 
to be drawn on to meet the estimated 
consumptive requirements will be ful-

filled. These requirements were set 


down as 90,000 chests, and at the pres- 
ent rate of consumption, the needs of 
consumers during the current year will 
not fall much short of this. 

Those who had anticipated a con- 
siderable advance in prices at this 
time, and who arestill expecting a ma- 
terial increase in market values, are 
liable to disappointment, for the rea- 
son that there are other causes beside 
supply and demand which regulate the 
price of shellac. The price of silver is 
a very important factor in regulating 
the market value of the gum, because 
the artiele is sold entirely upon a silver 
basis, and the continued low rate of 
exchange must of necessity affect the 
price of shellac and mitigate against 
any important advance. For this rea- 
son many who have sold short on shel- 
lac, have been enabled tocover. The 
most we can expect, therefore, is a 
steady market with perhaps a slight 
rise in values until such time as cir- 
cumstances way warrant an important 
advance.

THE COTTON OIL MARKET. 

Prime summer yellow cotton oil has 
flnally touched the highest figure 
reached since the middle of last Decem- 
ber, when values commenced to decline 
and continued to settle until the 
reaction which set in a few weeks since, 
in sympathy with the lard and tallow 
markets and owing to the scarcity of 
prime oil. Last week, holders were 
benefitted by the first sale of a round 
lot at thirty-five cents, the transaction 
including five hundred barrels for ex- 
port. This does not imply, however, that 
business can be done without any effort 
at thirty-five cents. All sellers are not 
favored with that figure, as buyers are 
limiting their bids to thirty-four cents, 
but the sale referred to has strengthen- 
ed the market, and if tallow and lard 
maintain their firmness, all buyers will 
probably be compelled to pay thirty- 
five cents per gallon for prime cotton 


oil before these lines are read. The 
advance has been steady without any 
ground being lost,and the gain of a few 


more points will place the market on « 
level with the opening of the season in 


September, when prime summer yel- 


low commanded thirty-seven cents per 
The speculative interest is 
benefitted by the present situation as 
the rise was anticipated by the pur- 


chase of supplies when oil was at the 


lowest peint ever known. Jobbers are 
also yielding a good harvest on stocks 
in store. The past few weeks have 
earned considerable money to all deal- 
ers except those who sold some time 
ago for June,July and August delivery 
at lower prices than now ruling. As 
was shown by statistics in the RxE- 
PORTER last week, the exports are still 
behind fast season, the aggregate fig- 
ures for New York and New Orleans 


since September, Ist being 101,164 bar- 


rels in comparison with 123,636 barrels 
for the same period of 1885. The defic- 
iency of 22,472 barrels may be made up 
before the close of the season, but it 
will have té be gradual as no cargoes are 
taken as a general thing at this time 
of the year. It is not definitely known 
how scarce prime oil is, as the holdings 
on speculative account are an uncer- 
tainty. Considerable oil is being taken 


by lard manufacturers. 
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THE AUSTRIAN GOVERNMENT TO 
ESTABLISH A PETROLEUM 
REFINERY. 

According to the report of Consul- 
General Jussen, of Vienna, published 
in these columns last week, the Aus- 
trian Government is about to make a 
bold move, to rid itself of the heavy 
loss inflicted upon its petroleum 
revenues, by Hungary, in the estab- 
lishment at or near Trieste, its leading 


seaport, of a refinery which will 
draw its supply of the crude article 
entirely from the United States. 
refinery is to be under the immediate 
supervision and protection of the Aus- 


The 


trian Government, and it is the inten- 
tionin time to supply the entire home 
demand for illuminating oils from the 
Trieste establishment. The fight over 
the proposed duty on petroleum, 
crude and “refined between Aus- 
tria and Hungary’ which has 
been going on for months is responsible 
for this new departure on the part of 
Austria. Hungary, as our readers 
know, possesses oil deposits of her own 
and hasa big refinery at Fiume. Aus- 
tria bas no oil fields, but her people 
annually consume thousands of barrels 
of American oi:. Under the present 
provisions of the tariff of the two coun- 
tries, the duty on crude petroleum of 
.880 degrees specific gravity or less, 
American or Russian, is 53 cents per 
100 kilograms. The crafty Hungarians 
have all along, it is claimed, evaded 
the tariff by importing Russian petro- 
leum, partly refined, under the head 
of crude petroleum. When it is con- 
sidered that the American crude 
article yields 75 per cent. of petroleum 
and 25 per cent. of valuable products, 
and Russian crude ouly 27 per cent. of 
petroleum and products of little or no 
value, the profits of the Hungarians 
who import partially refined Russian 
oil, which yields at the refinery at 
Fiume 85 per cent. of oil, will be seen 
to be enormous. By the treaty Aus- 
tria is entitled to one-third of the 
import duties collected by Hungary. 
Through the stubbornness of the Hun- 
garian customs officers, who persisted 
in the face of protests in passing 
partially refined Russian oil as crude, 
the Austrian revenue has fallen off 
heavily. As a remedy, Austria pro- 
posed a graduated scale of duties, to 
be fixed in accordance with the quality 
and degree of refinement. This propo- 
sition was promptly rejected. Since 
then a compromise has been effected 
and after December, 1857, the duty on 
the quality of Russian oil imported by 
the Fiume refinery, will be raised to 3 
florins in gold per 100 kilograms, and 
the duty on American advanced to 1 
florin 42 kreutzers per 100 kilograms. 
In the interval, Hungarian refiners 
will suffer no loss in filling contracts 
entered into under the present tariff. 
In addition to the customs injustice, 
winked at by the Hungarian officials, 
the Austrian Government has been 
compelled to pay a consumption tax 
of 6 50 fiorins upon every 100 kilograms 
of petroleum manufactured at Fiume 
and sold within her borders. Austria’s 
loss bas been several million florins a 
year. As to imported refined petro- 
leum, the consumption tax is included 
in the import uty of 10 florins in gold 
imposed on every 100 kilograms of re. 
fined American or Russian petrole- 
um. Austria, while preventing to an 
extent, by her submission to Hungary, 
the importation of American petro- 
leum, really built up the business of 
her rival, her subjects being compelled 
to purchase from the Hungarians, who 
reaped the benefit of the heavy con- 
sumption tax. Now Austria proposes 
to sever the petroleum bonds which 
unite her to Hungary. After securing an 
increase of duty, the next step was the 
establishment of a refinery. When 
this is in operation, Austrians will burn 
American petroleum refined in an 
Austrian refinery and the consumption 
tax on petroleum used in the Empire 
will go directly into the Austrian 
treasury, instead of the Hungarian as 
heretofore. The building of the re- 
finery will probably be turned over to 
a syudicate, the Government retaining 
control of the institution. American 
machinery and American skilled work- 
men will be employed, so that the 
product of the Trieste refinery will be 
equivalent to the best in the world. 
Austria’s annual consumption of re- 
fined petroleum is estimated at 44,200- 
000 gallons, the bulk of which comes 
fromthe countrv. With the Trieste 
refinery in operation the exports of 
American refined petroleum to Aus- 
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tria would fall off to small proportions, 
but the exports of American crude to 
that country would in all probability 
cover the greater portion of Austria’s 
annual demand. As yet nothing has 
been done, but the refinery will cer- 
tainly be built. The American oil 
trade will doubtless lose little or noth- 
ing by the change. The fact that Am- 
erican oil will be used, will insure the 
financial success of the venture. 
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AN ADVANCE IN LINSEED OIL. 


After a long period of depressed and 
most uusatisfactory prices, linseed oil 
has advanced without the assistance of 
a pool or other organization. The 
cause of the upward movement is not 
far to seek. The increased cost of seed 
and the probability of a further en- 
hancement of the cost of the raw ma- 
terial supplied the reason for higher 
prices for oil, and this the crushers 
were not long in taking advantage of. 
It seems to be generally conceded that 
the long drouth in the growing dis- 
trict of the Northwest has wrought 
great damage to the growing crop, and 
this is particularly true of the seed 
that was sown late. From a reliable 
source we learn that the crop will be 
from ten to twenty-five per cent. short 
of previous estimates, the shortage be- 
ing greatest in Minnesota and Dakota, 
the principal producing States of the 
Northwest. The increased acreage 
planted this year will give, it is said,an 
ample crop, even allowiug the indicat- 
ed shrinkage, and we shall doubtless 
have all that will be required for home 
consumption, with something left for 
the exporters. Still the reported falling 
off inthe estimates have had great 
weight in urging up the present price 
of seed, and this has been the immedi- 
ate cause of the rise in the price of oil. 
With seed at a dollar and fourteen cents, 
or even at two or three cents per bushel 
less,oil cannot be made and sold here 
at a profit at forty-one cents (the pres- 
ent market quotation for city brands) 
and the fact appears to be realized by 
the Western and other out-of-town 
crushers, who have been making this 
market a dumping ground for their 
surplus during several months past 
and at various periods for a number of 
years. During the early part of the 
week they seemed inclined to accom- 
modate all comers at thirty-seven to 
thirty-eight cents,and a considerable 
quantity of out-of-town oil was dis- 
posed of here at these figures, but sub- 
sequently they became more conserva- 
tive and now they decline any offers 
below forty cents, and, seemingly, are 
not particularly anxious to sell at that 
figure. This being the case,consumers 
and jobbers are turning theirattention 
more particularly to city made oil. 
Even at forty-one cents the latter is 
cheaper than Western at one or two 
cents per gallon less, for the reason 
that with the cost of cartage and pack- 
age deducted city oil is actually froma 
cent to a cent and a half cheaper than 
Western, which is delivered only at 
dock, the cost of cartage into store 
falling upon the buyer, while the 
packages are much inferior to those 
used by the city crushers, and are not 
worth one-third as much when re- 
turned. Then again, city oil has a rep- 
utation for purity and _ excellence 
which the out-of-town brands do 
not posscss, not so much because of 
actual inferiority as because the prac- 
tices of some uf the crushers in palming 
off unsettled or cloudy oil has brought 
these brands generally under suspi- 
cion. The consumer argues that it is 
better to pay a little more for city oil, 
with the assurance of having any in- 
equality rectified than to buy out-of- 
town brands and be put to the trouble 
of shipping it back and perhaps a 
lengthy and unsatisfactory correspon- 
dence with the seller in the event of 
any disagreement as to quality. Thus 
on a rising market the demand for out 
of town makes of oil suffers from the 
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natural prejudice in favor of home 
brands. The prospects of the linseed 
oil trade are more encouraging than 
they have been at any time within the 
past six months or more. But it will 
require a considerable advance above 
the present market rates to place the 
article in a position where it will pay 
aremunerative profit to those engaged 
in its production. The crushers real- 
ize this fully and it would not be sur- 
prising if one or two cents per gallon 
should be added to the price within a 
few days, especially as all reports from 
the seed growing districts tend to con- 
firm the statement that the crop will 
fall far short of early estimates. 

In regard to the position of oil in the 
West we have but meagre information 
at the date of present writing. The 
recent advance is expected to do much 
toward reconciling differences between 
the western crushers on the question of 
organization and may result in the 
much wished for formation of an asso- 
ciation or pool to govern prices. There 
is to be sure, some form of organiza- 
tion, which holds the majority of the 
western crushers in a bond of common 
interest, but it is merely of a nominal 
character and plays a very unimport- 
ant part in the regulation of prices. 
The idea of establishing a general pool 
has never been abandoned though it 
has been allowed to slumber for sev- 
eral months, and it is believed that the 
present opportunity will be taken ad- 
vantage of to bring the crushers to 
gether. 
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A STEAMER TO CARRY PETROLE- 
UM IN BULK. 

The practice of carrying petroleum 
in bulk is slowly but surely increasing. 
The subject of bulk vessels and their 
practicability for the purpose in ques- 
tion, was treated upon in the REPOR- 
TER of July 7. Now comes word from 
Philadelphia that a Spanish steamer, 
the Marzo, is being altered to carry oil 
in bulk to the West Indies. The oil 
will be put into ballast tanks, which 
will be so arranged as to allow for the 
contraction and expansion of the 
liquid, while the between decks will be 
utilized to carry coal. The first cargo 
will be consigned to an Havana gas 
company. The idea of shipping oil in 
bulk to Cuba is by no means a new 
one, several sailing vessels being now 
engaged in carrying crude in tanks to 
Havana, but this is the first instance, 
we believe on record. where a steamer 
has gone into the business. Quaker 
City exporters of petroleum are said to 
look upon the project with favor, If 
thescheme is successful, and there is 
no reason why it should not be, other 
steamers will be fitted up and placed 
in the same trade. In time it is proba 
ble that the bulk of oil exported from 
our shores will go in bulk vessels, but 
until a radical change occurs in the 
views of shippers, the old custom of 
carrying oil in barrels and cases will 
prevail. Like certain other improve- 
ments, the bulk movement is moving 
along slowly.

COROSO NUT OIL. 


Several months ago, we had oecasiou 
to call attention to a probable soap 
stock from coroso nuts which grow in 
abundance at Honduras. A quantity 
had been sent here to experiment with, 
but whoever had them in charge be. 
came discouraged over the prospects 
of introducing a new article of com- 
merce, and nothing more was heard 
from them. During the recent ex- 
position at New Orleans, a lot of coroso 
nuts were exhibited by the Commis- 
sioner of Honduras, and a party in the 
South had sufficient faith in their oil 
producing capacity as to enter into a 
contract for the delivery of a certain 
numberof tons. About seven hundred 
sacks have already arrived and the 
nuts have since been converted into 
fine salad oil and soap stock, the 
glycerine having been extracted from 
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the latter. Coroso nut oil is now an 
article of commerce in New Orleans 
and it is said to yield an excellent 
quality of glycerine. In order to be 
acceptable among soap manufacturers, 
the price is placed lower than other 
vegetable soap stocks. There is said 
to be more money in the business than 
importing cocoanut and palm oils, bu 
as yet it cannot compete with cotton- 
seed oil for soaps.

ALCOHOL POOL STILL IN DOUBT. 


It was hoped that the adjourned 
meeting of distillers in Cincinnati on 
July 15, would result in forming a 
stronger combination and the estab- 
lishment on a sound basis of the 
incorporated body to be known as the 
Western Purchasing and Leasing 
Company, for the purpose of main- 
taining the pool to control production, 
but doubts still imperil the enterprise. 
All but four distillers have signed the 
necessary papers and it was for the 
purpose of securing their co-operation 
that the meeting was held last week. 
They are still on the fence waiting for 
concessions to be granted before en- 
tering the combination. One of the 
dissatisfied distillers will likely be 
won over to the side of peace and 
harmony by a question of export 
business being decided in his favor. 
It seems that the party referred to has 
a sale abroad for his brand of alcohol 
and spirits and he wants to conduct 
and enlarge that trade without any 
interference from the association. 
This has ween conceded and the re- 
moval of all points of dispute will add 
one of the largest manufacturers to 
the list, although he has not officially 
announced his intentions. The other 
three manufacturers have grievances 
which are still under consideration 
and thus far it has been impossible to 
arrive at any satisfactory settlement. 
As it is absolutely necessary to include 
every concern before commencing 
work under the new plan, the time 
has beeu extended to August 5, when 
the minority will either have to sup- 
port the pooling arrangement or 
succumb to the inevitable, which 
means slaughtered prices and a ruined 
business. The hope is expressed that 
the obstinate distillers will wheel into 
line and assist to maintain the market 
by their active co-operation. At the 
meeting lust week it was suggested to 
declare all negotiations off and allow 
the market to take its natural course, 
but a better feeling prevailed and 
more conservative action taken look- 
ing to a healing of the wound. The 
decision to support present prices has 
given a firmer tone to the market, and 
buyers need not expect to be favored 
while the negotiations are in progress 


at least. 
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THE TANK FURNACE IN THE MAN- 
UFACTURE OF GLASS. 

In the current number of the Ame7i- 
can Glass Worker, the subject of tank 
furnaces as an innovation in the man- 
ufacture of window glass and glass- 
ware in this country is treated at some 
length, and the deductions drawn by 
the writer are so just and obvious that 
they appeal to the common s2nse of all 
who favor progression in the manufac- 
turing field. The ground is taken that 
as between tank furnaces and the now 
generally accepted process of melting 
in pots, there can be but one choice 
and that is necessarily in favor of the 
former. It is oneof the fixed facts,and 
the satisfactory results of the trials of 
tank furnaces made by several facto- 
ries in Illinois, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, leave no doubt of its uitimate 
success as a revolutionizing power in 
the American glass industry. 

The glass workers as a rule do not 
look with favor upon the introduction 
of the tank furnace. In Belgium it 
was the cause, partially at least, of the 
destruction of the large works of M. 


Boudaux, and wherever else it has 
been adopted the workmen have set 
their seal of disapproval uponit. This 
opposition to an improvement in the 
process of manufacturing glass which 
cannot fail to be a benefit to all inter- 
ested including the producer and con- 
sumer, arises from the fear, well 
founded or not, that its adoption will 
cause an increase in the production 
and by making the work in the factory 
lighter and continuous, necessitate a 
reduction in the laboring force and a 
possible reduction of wages. The sut- 
ject of wagesisa sore point with the 
average glass worker, and any ques- 
tion touching it is sure to meet with 
vigorous opposition from him. The 
power of the workers for making mis- 
chief in the glass industry has been 
frequently demonstrated of late years 
and as stated last week in these col- 
umns, threatens to make itself strongly 
felt in a comparatively new direction. 
For that reasou the introduction of 
tank furnaces in this country promises 
to be a laborious undertaking. Apart 
from the opposition of the workmen, 
the question of the expense of making 
the change from pots to tanks is a se- 
rious consideration, which must neces- 
sarily render the transition a slow one. 
It may not be out of place to give here 
the summing up of the article referred 
to above. The writer concludes as fol- 
lows :— 

“rhe tank furnace is bound to come in the 
United States, whether the workers want it or 
not, and it will be useless to put anything in 
the way of its speedy introduction. Why 
anythisg which will lessen the cost of produc 
tion without encroaching on the rights ot the 
workers should not be welcomed and hailed 
gladly, whether gas, cheaper material or im- 
proved furnaces it would indeed be difficult to 
conceive The time must come when we shall 
be able to compete with European factories 
quantatively, at least in the grosser glass pro- 
duction, and it machinery, improved tools and 
appliances, tank furnaces or anyibing else will 
hasten v.he day when all the glass and glass art 
icles used in this country shall be made on 
American soil, and out of American material 
entirely, the men and manufacturers wbo will 
go out of the old grooves and beaten track of 
dead centuries to introduce appliances which 
will ‘establish our industrial and commercial 
independence and supremacy should be ap- 
plauded and encouraged by every man worthy 
of living in our land.”

ICHTHYOL. 

The REPORTER has been asked what 
‘“Iehthyol” is and how it came to be 
discovered. The article has attracted 
attention from those who consult care- 
fully the list of importations each week 
and like every new product,there isa 
desire to be thoroughly informed 
Ichthyol is called a fish oil used as a 
drug and was first prepared by a chem- 
ist of Hamburg. It represents a dis- 
tillation product of a peculiar sulphur- 
ous mineral obtained from the deposits 
of fossil fish. Experiments give no 
elue as tothe therapeutic efficacy of 
the drug, but preparationsof ichthyol 
cotton, plaster, soap and vaseline of 
unpleasant odor and taste have been 
examined and used without any state- 
ment being made as to whether they 
gave satisfaction. Ichthyosulphate of 
sodium is composed of 55.05 per cent. 
carbon, 6.06 per cent. hydrogen, 15.27 
per cent. sulpbur, 7.78 per cent sodium 
and 15.83 per cent. oxygen. According 
to the result of experiments by a Ber- 
lin chemist, it is obtained by the ac- 
tion of concentrated sulphuric acid 
upon the mineral product and subse- 
quent neutralization with sodium. 
Some specimens exhibited had the 
odor and appearance of tar, the con- 
sistency of vaseline and an alkaline re- 
action. It is soluble in water, partly 
so in aleohol and ether, and can be 
compounded with fats and vaseline in 
any desired proportion. The sulphur- 
ous constituents are partly attached to 
the carbon and belong to the sulpho- 
group; through the introduction of the 
latter into sulphur-containing oil, the 
oil is rendered both soluble and re- 
sorbable. This feature is said to distin- 
guish ichthyol from other organic sul~- 
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phurous compounds known as thera- 
peutic agents. The practical value of 
the article is enhanced by its extreme 
solubility. We do not know of ichthyol 
being sold on this market under that 
name, but it may form the base of 
preparations which find a sale.

THE OPIUM TRAFFIC AND SMUG- 
GLING. 


Elsewhere, we give some account of 
the systematic smuggling of smoking 
opium on the Pacific coast, and to 
what extent this crime against the 
government has grown. The nefarious 
practice is almost exclusively confined 
to the Chinese who are adepts in the 
business and manage to elude the vig- 
ilance of the customs officers on most 
occasions, but a recent crusade against 
the smugglers will probably bring 
about a wholesome reaction in the 
opium trade of San Francisco. The 
Chinese crews of the steamships plying 
between that port and China are con- 
federates of the Mongolian merchants 
on the Coast and considerable business 
passed between them until their rela- 
tions were ruthlessly severed by the 
timely interference of the officers of 
the law. It has been charged that 
persons in power were in a conspiracy 
to defraud the government, by allow- 
ing the smugglers to do as they please, 
but the information volunteerd was 
never acted upon. The many arrests 
and seizures lately is evidence that the 
swindlers were well organized. The 
Collector of the San Franciszo port 
has been reviewing the work done and 
zives the number of seizures of contra- 
band opium with their appraised val- 








ues for each month since last 
November. In December four 
seizures were made _ valued. at 
$2,618.77; flve were made in Janu- 


ary which netted $11,.181,57; eight in 
February worth $2271.30; seven in 
March at a value of $6,913.39; three in 
April, $296.48; seven in May, $5,171.32; 
eleven in Juue, $3,878 07 and two in 
July at a value of $2,752.60. This 
makes a total of forty-seven seizures 
for the seven months and aggregating 
$36,183 40. 

The traffic in smoking opium is great- 
ly on the increase, as shown by the en- 
ormous duties paid for the drug. Dur- 
ing the past fifteen months 59,063 
pounds were imported and the returns 
for consumption exceeded this amount, 
having aggregated 65,803 pounds for 
the same period, upon which the large 
sum of $658,030 was paid as duties. 
These figures are not the production of 
the lively imagination of an anti-opium 
advocate, but are furnished by Col- 
lector Hager, of San Francisco, and he 
vouches for their accuracy. Soit would 
seem that the missionary work of Con- 
gress, in attempting to prohibit the 
importation of the drug by levying a 
duty of ten dollars per pound,has been 
without avail. It is argued by honest 
dealers in opium that smuggling would 
be a thing of the past and the revenue 
largely inereased if the duty was low- 
ered, because the temptation to import 
it secretly is irrisistible and the Govern- 
ment practically offers an inducement 
to evade the duty by making it exces- 
sive. What is needed is a rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws and honest men of 
good detective ability as customs in- 


spectors. 
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EXPORTS OF MINERAL OILS. 


During the government fiscal year 
ending June 30, there were exported 
from the ports of New York, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Boston and Charles- 
town, 571,483,375 gallons of mineral 
oils, the money value of which is given 
by the Bureau of Statistics, at $49,478,- 
649. These figures are supposed to 
represent 99 per cent. of the total ex- 
ports of mineral oils from the United 
States. As compared with the preced- 
ing fiscal year, this statement shows a 
decline of 524,201 gallons in the amount

ed the exports of mineral oils during 
the last fiscal year would have fallen 
off heavily. There has been but little

A patent that will be of very great import - 
ance to natural gas companies generally has 
been granted to M. S. Verner, assignor to 
Gsorge Westinghouse, Jr.. of Pittsburg, The 
patent is for a pipe joint covering broadly the 
use of escape-pipes for joints of natural gas 
mains. The patent was issued after a sharp 
contest covering nearly two years. 


- A company has been organized in Pittsburg 
to introduce natural gas burners for illuminat- 
ing purposes. The burners to be introduced, 
it is claimed, will consume natural gas without 
smoke under a pressure of one and one-half 
pounds and give a 100-candle illumination with 
a consumption of eight feet per hour of nat- 
ural gas, and 500 candle with a consumption of 
fifty feet per hour. 


There was a great commotion among the 
pickerel and bass in Greenwood Lake last 
week. Messrs. Meyer Sondheim and William 
Rosenberg, the ardent disciples of Isaac Wal- 
ton, were there. Mr. 8. astonished the natives 
by drawing out the largest bass that has been 
taken from the lake this year, and now Mr. 
Rosenberg is anxiously watching the tip of his 
rod in the hope of beating the record. 


A new potato bug has been discovered in 
Illinois, and we may consequently expect an 
immediate increase in the demand for Paris 
green from that section, particularly as the in- 
sect appears to be even more destructive than 
his cousin, the Colorado beetle. It is described 
as a iarge black bug about a quarter of an inch 
long, and is rapidly destroying the potato crop 
of the Sucker State,

Briefly described, the in- 
vention may be said to consist in rendering a 
cotton wick incombustible by impregnating it 
with a metallic liquid. Thus treated the wick, 
instead of burning, merely glows, emitting a 
radiance not unlike that of the electric light. 
The whole process is very simple, and the great 
advantage of the invention is that it may be 
applied to any gas burner.

For the first time in the history of modern 
science one invention has been awarded the 
John Scott legacy medal and the Elliott Ures- 
son medal of the Franklin Institute, Philadel- 
phia, both being granted an invention for pro- 
ducing aluminum with the highest commenda- 
tion “as a distinctly new and important metal- 
lurgical process that will render possible the 
cheap production of useful alloys, compounds 
and metais, and give to science a valuable aid 
in research.” Already in the brief period 
which has elapsed since these awards were 
made, itis announced that the metal may be 
produced for 28 to 30 cents a pound, 

An enterprising German firm is building up 
a large business in the manufacture of liquid 
carbonic acid, which, though so recently only 
ascientific curiosity, is now in extensiye de- 
mand for industrial purposes. It is used for 
charging beer in the cask, in the manufacture 
of seltzer-waters, and for fire extinguishers. 
By its expansion the Krupps, of Essen, subject 











their great castings to the enormous pressure 
of 1,200 atmospheres. Its gas is also expected 
to prove valuable for inflating balloons to raise 
sunken ships, heavy weights having becn very 
quickly raised from the sea bottom by its aid. 

A Liverpool telegram dated the 14th inst. 
says: “With President James Campbell of 
Pittsburg, Pa., presiding, the International 
Confederation of Window Glass Workers 
opened a convention here to-day. Among the 
important matters to be considered by the 
convention is the organization of the 2600 glass 
workers of Germany who have so far refrained 
from identifying themselves with the confed- 
eration in consequence of the violent antipa- 
thy of Prince Bismarck to labor unions. The 
present convention will make an effort by di- 
rect appeal to the Emperor William to secure 
admission for the German workers.”'

The injunction issued by Judge Edmonds in 
March prohibited the defendant Taylor, or his 
agents, or any one acting for him, from selling 
paints and oils. Judge Edmonds, in chambers 
last week, was asked to set a time 
for hearing a motion of plaintiff to have the 
defendants show cause why they should not be 
punished for contempt of Courtin disobeying 
the injunction, All the parties interested were 
present by counsel. After some delay the 
hearing was continued for one week.

The 
firm makes an offer of 25 cents on the dollar in 
composition, payable in 30 days after the con- 
firmation of the composition and Mr. Sacker 
and Mr. Perkins make similar offers of 5 cents 
and 10 cents respectively on the dollar to their 
private creditors.

We are engaged in the manufacture of the 
standard spirits of turpentine barrels and these 
barrels are made in the best manner of select- 
ed Western white oak regulation staves, head- 
iog and guage and fastened with the best qual- 
ity of iron. These barrels are accepted and 
used without question by the trade in the 
Southern ma: kest for export to foreign coun- 
tries. Yet when these barrels are shipped to 
New York they are not so well received and a 
deduction of }¢ to le per gallon on their con- 
tents claimed, simply from the fact that they 
are not made by a certain party in New York. 
We hear a good deal about boycotting, but in 
most cases it is the many who boycott some 
particular one, whilst in this instanceit appears 
to be reversed and we find one particular bar- 
rel manufacturer who proposes to boycott 
every other manufacturer who attempts to 
enter New York, Our idea is that the city of 
New York is in no sense “a one horse town” 
and believe if this matter is brought to the at- 
tention of the naval stores trade of your city 
tbat some rule will be adopted by which pack- 
ages for spirits of turpentine will be judged by 
their merits and not by the name of their 
maker alone.

Seafaring men consider this a very 
dangerous undertaking, but Captain Read says 
he will just feel as safe with it as any other 
cargo.

A vessel specially fitted up for carrying pe- 
troleum in bulk has made two successful voy- 
ages from New York to European ports, and is 
now on her third.

The saving of packages in which the oil is ordi- 
narily shipped amounts to a very considerable 
sum.

The Cleveland refinery at North Clarendon is 
to be enlarged.

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The Manufacture of Window Glass 


with Natural Gas. 

There is probatly no industry among the 
many that have been benefitted by the utiliza- 
tion of natural gas in which the results have 
been so marked as in the manufacture of glass. 
For a number of years past, American glass bas 
been undoubtedly inferior to the product of 
European factories, and bas consequently 
occupied but a secondary position in the esti- 
mation of Amcrican builders and architecte, 
The foreign manufacturers, and particularly 
those of Frauce and Belgium, have hitherto 
manifested a superior dexterity in the handling 
of their materials, They seem to have Leld the 
secret of either neutralizing the effect of im- 
purities in their fuel, or of burning it in sucha 
manner asto get the minimum disadvantage 
from their presence. This has been due partir 
tu greater experience in the industry and 
partly to a better construction of furnaces. In 
scime ol the more perfect plants, crude fuel has 


been abandoned and miaputfactured gas used 
instead. thus giving thein in advance the ad- 
vantages of naturul gas, with the important 
exception, huwever, of its cheapness and 


almost total freedom from sulphur. These 
circumstances made important glass synony- 
mous with best quality. 

That these conditions bave now so far 
changed that our own glaessmakers can com- 
pete with the best foreign producers, and can 
even honestly claim certain points of superi- 
ority forthe home product, is a subject for 
hearty congratulation. The improvement has 
been effected, in a measure, by the more com- 
piete mechanical appliances now at our com- 
mand, but the most potent influence must be 
ascribed tu the use of natural gas. Inthe 
manufacture of window glass, the results have 
been particularly gratifying, many important 
buildings being now fitted with American glass 
which but a few years ago would have de- 
manded the imported. The metamorphosis of 
the crude material into a clear and brilliant 
pane of giass involves so many interesting 
points that we have illustrated the process, 
choosing a Pittsburg works as a typical estab- 
lishment. 

The manufacture of sheet glass depends for 
its success upon the closest attention to de- 
tails, and its history is therefore one of delicate 
manipulations, It is a very easy matter sim- 
ply to make glass, for it is nothing more than 
a double silicate of soda or potash and an alka- 
line earth. The iron master gets rid of the sil- 
ica in his ores by making it into a fusible sili- 
cate of lime—an opaque glass. The assayer 
frees his metal from the accompanying gangue 
by adding suitable fluxes until all the earthy 
matter is gathered into a fusible slag, and 
floats above the metal button as a molten glass, 
And even nature, when her interior caldron 
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bubbles over in a volcano, shows that she, too, 


isagiant glass maker. But to make good 
glass, clear, transparent, colorless, to simulate 
the purest water of a mountain stream, this 
requires skill and patience. 

These two qualities are demanded inal] stages 
of the operation. The first stepis the manu- 
facture of the crucible pots, and in this the 
giassmaker basa good opportunity to display 
these qualifications. The pots are made up of 
a mixture of about 2 parts raw fire clay, 2 parts 
burned clay and 1 part ground pot shells and 
require the greatest amount of care. The mix- 
ture is ground and thoroughly worked ina 
long trough, where it is turned once a day for 
a period of about four weeks. The workman 
kneads the plastic mass with his bare feet to 
make it tough and free from air. If the treat- 
ment is imperfect or careless, the entire subse- 
quent work of the crucible will be unsatisfac- 
tory. The pots are formed entirely by hand» 
and in aroom the temperature and humidity 
of which are kept as nearly constant as porsi- 
ble, They areallof one size, 33} inches deep 
and 4214 inches across the top, The thickness 
varies from 3% inches at the base to 3 inches on 
top, while the bottom of the pot is about 4 
inches. The bottom having been first formed, 
the sides are gradually built up from day to 
day, the entire process requiring about six 
weeks. The capacity of the pots is from four- 
teen to sixteen hundred pounds of molten 
glass. When quite dry, they are placed in 
small heating furnaces, where the temperature 
is gradually raised to that of the melting furn- 
ace, and when this point is reached they are 
quickly transferred, and are then ready to re- 
ceive the raw materials. 

At the McKee works there are three melting 
furnaces, having a total capacity of 26 pots, 
These stand two abreast, one of the furnaces 
having 10 pots and the other two 8 each, Round 
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openings in each side of the furnace permit 
pree access to each pot. The fuel, as every- 
where else throughout the works, is natural 
gas. This is admitted at each end of the fur- 
nace, and is mixed with air which has been 
heated by passing through chambers in the 
firebriok arch. A woll is built under each fur 
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nace to collect the molten glass, should a pot 
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acts as a bleaching agent and by converting the 
iron present into a higher oxide, removes the 
color to a Jarge extent. Atsrome establishments 
per-oxide of manganese is used for this pur- 
pose, but a slight excess will give a pinkish 
color, and it aleo bas the fu:ther disadvantage

break, and thus prevent loss of material or 
stoppage of the furnaces. The raw material, 
or “batch,” introduced into the pot consists of 
sand, 1(0 parts: lime, 30 parts; alkali, 40 parts; 
and a small, but varying, amount of pulverized 
charcoal. Some manufacturers make their 
alkali all sulphate of soda, while others employ 
a mixture of sulphate and carbonate, in the 


proportions shown by their experience to be 
the best. 

These are thoroughly ground and mixed to- 
gether. One-third of the full charge is placed 
in the pots, and after an interval of four hours 
a similar amount is added. With the last 
charge, introduced still four hours Jater, about 
two pounds of arseneous acid are added. This 


quite liquid, and have settled down to a con- 
stant level, enough broken glass is added to fill 
the pots completely, This is known as the “‘cap- 


ping.”” The entire melting occupies about 16 
hours. During the latter part of this 
time, the heat is somewhat reduced, in 


order to maks the glass less |iquid, and prepare 
it for gathering. 


When the fusing period is completed, the 
surface of the molten “metal’’ must be freed 
from all impurities by skimming. For this 
purpose a fire-clay ring, introduced when the 


pot is first put into the furnace, floats upon the 
surface of the bath, and the gatherer, by re 

moving all the scum from the interior of this 
ring, always has a clear surface from which to

The gathering is done with a wrought ircn 
pipe, about five feet Jong, the end of which is 
decidedly flared, Toward the mouthpiece, the 
pipe is surrounded with a wooden handle. The 
first dip brings out but a small lump of glass. 
By careful turning of the pipe, this is gotten 
into symmetrical, oval form, Three times the 
gatherer dips his pipe into the molten bath, 
each time getting a little more glass, until at 
the end he has a mass weighing from 15 to 2 
pounds, If, however, window glass of double 
thickness is to be made, the metal must be 
gathered four or five times, and the resulting 
bai! will weigh from 30 to 40 pounds, 

It is at the final dip that the gatherer’s great- 
est skill is called intu requisition, The mass of 
red hot plastic glass must be gotten into sym- 
metrical shape, and must be thoroughly homo- 
geneous before it can be handed over to the 
blower, The pipe is therefore placed on a con- 
venient fulcrum, the end carrying the ball of 
glass being in the furnace, and by depressing 
the hundle and revolving the pipe the last glass 
added is nade to completely overlap the form- 
er ly The entire mass is brought to a uni- 
form temperature but little short of liquidity, 
and by a further revolution of the pipe the fold 
of glass formed by these manipulations is turned 
into a spiral and worked to the end ofthe mass, 
The ball of giass, red hot, and. if properly 
gathered, without flaw or blemish,is now taken 
to a wooden mould, placed at the right of the 
blowing furnace, and by dexterous turnings is 
formed into a pear-shaped ball. The wood is 
kept from burning by being continually moist- 
ened with water, which, in contact with the 
red hot glass, assumes a spheroidal condition, 
and looks like so many giobules of mercury. 
The gatherer’s duty is now ended and he hands 
pipe and glass over to the blower. 


Formerly the melting and blowing furnaces 
were combined in one, but it has been found 
more economical to have them separate. The 
blowing furnace has the same side openings as 
the melting furnace, and simply provides an 
intensely hot chamber for controling the tem- 
perature of the glass while being blown. The 
first act of the blower is to grasp the pipe, and 
with the ball of glass still resting in the mould, 
blow through the mouthpiece until a large bub- 
bie of air is formed in the mass of glass. Then, 
with alternate blowing and manipulating, he 
increases the bubble until the mass takes the 
shape of alarge carboy, such as one uses for 
transporting acids. 

The blower now transfers his operations to 
the platform in front of the blowing furnace, 
where long openings permit him to swing his 
pipe and globe of glass in apit beneath. Blow- 
ing and swinging and reheating he extends the 
bubble at the pipe’s end until, in place of the 
ungainly carboy, with its disproportionately 
thick bottom, he has a beautifully symmetrical

figure, the shape of an enormous test tube.’But 
during these operations it bappens from time 
to time that the glass flows a little too freely, 
and the sides of the tube are in danger of be- 
coming too thin. So the blower must occasion- 
ally throw his tube into the air and let the 
glass settle back upon itself. As the tube by 
this time is about 5 feet long and from 15 to 18 
inches in diameter, one can readily fancy that 
this apparently playful toss requires great skill 
and a large amount of muscle. 

When the tubeis formed to the satisfaction 
of the blower he permits it to become compar- 
ativeiy cool], thrusts the end into the furnace, 
blows into his pipe, and quickly covers the 
opening with his hand. A slight report is 
speedily heard. The confined air, expanding 
with the heat, has blown a small hole in the 
end of the tube. Resting his pipe on a suitable 
support, he gradually turns it around, while 
the hole grows larger avd larger until keno 
longer has a test tube, but a complete cylinder, 
Quickly he withdraws his pipe from the furn- 
ace, and allows the cylinder to depend into the 
pit below until the plastic edge passes to cherry 
red, and it can be taken away without danger 
of getting out of shape. The blower has now 
finished his part, and he stands before you drip- 
ping with perspiration and apparently exhaust- 
ed, Butittakes him only a moment to recover 
his breath. Already another pipe is in his hand, 
and he is repeating his heavy labor. 

A string of red hot glass adroitly drawn 
around the cyliuder end causes an even crack to 
separate the neck and attached blowpipe from 
the cylinder proper. ‘Then a hot iron is passed 
along the interior surtace frora end to end, and 
makes a iongitudinal crack. As a cylinder, 
the glass looks as if it were pretty well ruined, 
with a crack running its entire length, but the 
process is only another step in its transforma. 
tion into a window pane, osm oe 
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The cylinder is now ready for the laying-in 
furnace. This is in a separate building, and of 
late years has been made one of the most com- 
plete parts of the entire plant. The hearth of 
the furnace is circular, and is divided into sev- 
eral sections,separated from each other by fire- 
clay bridges. As the hearth revolves, these sec- 
tions pass through a corresponding number of 
compartments in which the temperature may 
be varied at pleasure. The first compartment 
is only moderately heated and is known as the 
laying-in oven. In this the cylinder becomes 
gradually warmed. A partial revolution of the 
hearth then carries it to the next compartment, 
the laying-out oven, where the heat is suf- 
ficient to make the glass plastic. On the floor 
of each section of the hearth a large flat stone, 
made of fire-clay and prepared with the great- 
est care, so as to be perfectly smooth, is adapt- 
ed to receive the cylinder. While in the laying- 
in oven, the cylinder is supported by two 
brackets at the side of the stone; but as soos 
as it reaches the layinz-out oven, it is removed 
to the stone, and, the crack being uppermost, 
isallewed to unfold until it lies open like a 
sheet of rumpled paper. It is then carried by 
the revolution of the hearth to _ the 
flattening oven, where, as shown, a work- 





man irons out the plastic sheet until 
it lies perfectly smooth and fiat. Further 
revolutious of the hearth carry the glass, now 
in a smooth sheet, to the dumb oven, wkere it 
slowly cools, and then to the entrance of the 
annealing oven, next door to the laying-in 
oven, making the circuit finally complete. 

When the comparatively cool sheet of glass 
reaches this stage of its journey, it is picked up 
with a large two-pronged fork and placed upon 
a rod or bar projecting from the annealing 
oven, These rods are found an immense im- 
provement over the car formerly used. They 
handle each sheet separately, and with the re- 
ceipt of each fresh sheet they move the entire 
eontents of the annealing oven toward the 
outer end, discharging a finished sheet at that 
end, The glass remains in the oven from 30 to 
40 minutes. When discharged, the sheets are 
cut into proper sizes and stored in suitable 
frames. 

The process is completed. Thesurface of the 
glass, just as it comes from the annealing fur- 
nace, is remarkably brilliant, and as beautifully 
clean as if it had been washed in hot water and 
dried with linen. In all stages of the process 
the advantages of natural gas become each 
day more evident. The more intense heat 
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of the new fuel gives a better fusion, while the 
contamination of the “metal” from particles 
of coal and cinder is entirely avoided. It is, 
however, in the blowing furnace and flatten- 
ing oven that the most marked advantages are 
obtained. With coal, the sheets of glass 


formerly cane from the ovens coated 
with smoke, and, what was infi- 
nitely worse, with a white deposit of 


sulphur. Asthese impurities had been gath- 
ered while the glass was in a semi-plastic con- 
dition, no subsequent washing or acid bath 
could entirely restore the brilliant surface. 

A comparison between new and old glass will 
make these differences very plain. But per- 
haps one can best appreciate the influence of 
as upon the industry by glancing at the his- 
tory of those establishments which are not so 
fortunate as to possess it. So radical, indeed, 
has been the change wrought by the 
new fuel, that several important glassworks 
in other parts of the country have admitted 
that the competition is too unequal, 
and have either suspended business or trans- 
ferred them all to the shadow of the nearest 
gas derrick, A number of such migrations 
have been reported during the last few months. 
—Scientific American. 
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A New Independent Pipe Line. 


Says an Oil City telegram of July 14: Cleve- 
land, Frahklm, Oil City and Titusville capital 
is about to construct an independent pipe line 
and form an independent storage company. F. 
D. Cummer of Cleveland is at the head of the 
enterprise, and R.G. Lamberton of Franklin, 
the head of the Lamberton banking house of 
this city,isamong the local capitalists interested. 
In connection with this the local independent 
refining interests will probably all combine in 
a chartered organization, in order to better 
compete with the Standard. Mapy of the gen- 
tlemen interested are large producers of oil, 
and the pipe line and independent refining in- 
terests will benefit from this. 

This comment is from the Blizzard: Thefor- 
mation of the Excelsior pipe line company and 
of the Excelsior refining company by Cleve- 
land Franklin, Oil City and Titusville capital, 
with Oil City asthe headquarters of the two 
companies, is significant of a boo’ . local in- 
dustries, for which cheap fuel is largely re- 
sponsible. These companies pub bh applicu- 
tions for charters, and F.D. Cu mer, BR. 8. 
Lamberton and Messrs. Schwartz, Hotchkiss 
and Bicknell are the applicants.

The middle of July is the dullest time of the 
year for dealers inand manufacturers of paints 
and colors, and it would be surprising to find 
anything doing in this market particularly 
after such a du! spring as that through which 
we have just passed. But there is no occasion 
for surprise concerning the condition of trade 
at this writing. Everytbing is as quiet as can 
well be, and with the exception of a few heavy 
articles which on account of low freight rates 
are in more demand than usual, there is noth- 
ing doing. In the absence of important de- 
mgnd or other exciting causes, prices experi- 
ence very little fluctuation and since our last 
there have been no changes of consequence, 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


Pig lead maintains a firm tone notwithstand- 
ing reports of an easier market abroad. With 
buyers at 485c and holders at 4 90c for com 
mon, very little business has becn possible, the 
sales comprising a few car Joad lots at the lat- 
ter figure. From Chicago under date of July 
17, Mesers. Everett & Post write: “Since our 
last report values have weakened a little and 
salesof some 400 tons are reported to local 
trade principally, at 47%c; also 490 tons corrod- 
ing epectal brands, at 4 75c—July- August deliv- 
ery. There isa noticeable improvement in the 
demand for lead, and while values may be a lit- 
tle weak at the moment and lower prices rule 
in the near future, yet we look fora large de- 
mand during August and higher values At 
the close the market muy be quoted 47fc and 
475c” The St. Louis market is roported 
quiet but firm wi h limited offerings. 


The white lead market presents no attractive 
or interesting features. The demand is very 
slow as buyers are not in need of supplies at 
present and corroders cannot sell for future 
delivery, even were they so inclined. The lack 
of trade does not appear to affect the stability 
of the association rates for we hear of no cases 
of underselling or other infringements of the 
rules. The Association quotations remain, 7¢c 
net for lead in oil in quantities of less than 
100 Ibs in wood, and 7c 60 days, or 2% per 
cent discount for cash in 15 days from date 
of invoice for lots of 500 lbs and over.

Semi-Annual Review of the English 
Petroleam Trade. 


The growth and expansion of the trade in pe 


troleum oil seems to go on unchecked, and the 
figures relating to imports and celiveries,which 
at a period not long since were considered to 
be the highest ever reached, swell into larger 
amounts than any person had ventured to an- 
ticipate. Almost every day affords some new 
evidence of energy and enterprise among either 
the importers of oil,the wharfirgers who atore it 
or the association which presides over and reg- 
ulates the chief movements of the article from 
the time it is landed until 1t comes to be de- 
livered for home consumption. Some of the 
changes introduced are of a startling and bove) 
character, such as the importation cf petro. 
leum oil in tank vessels, both from America 
and Russia, and its conveyance from the wharf 
to the retail shop in tank wagons; all of which 
alterations in the mode of its transit and deliv- 
ery denote that, great 98 are the calls an: re- 
quirements for dealing effectual'y with petro- 
leum oil, they are well and promptly met by 
the spirit of “push” and “go” which character- 
izes ‘the whole trade from beginning to end, 
whether the parties through whose hands the 
illuminant dally passes be shippers abroad, 
storage providers at home, or retailers in our 
humoplest distric's. For the diffusion of arti- 
ficial light, as a transmitter of heat intheshape 
of tuel for steamships, no less than for lubri- 
cating purposes and even for smoothing the 
“troubled waters” of the sea, petroleum oil oc- 
cupies a place in commerce which we are bold 
enough to say could not be filled by any othr 
commodity in the universe. 


Reference to the landings, deliveries, and 
stocks of petroleum oil at London show tbat 
the imports during the past six months have 
been 35.600 barrels heav.er than in the same 
period iast year, and no less than 198,000 barrels 
above the light quantity landed here in the first 
half of 1-84. More surprising still isthe increase 
in the deliveries direct from the wharves und 
over ships’ side, which have amounted to 329, 
880 barrels, as contrasted with 296 ICO barreis in 
the six months of 188), and 2777.0 barrels in 
1884. This is equal to an annual delivery of 
658.890 barrels from London alone, and estimat 
ing the deliveries from the other ports of the 
United Kingdom at as much again, it would 
appear that the total wants of consumers in 
this country fall short of 1.317.600 barrels per 
annum. To satisfy this enormous demand, 
anybody would naturally suppose that propor- 
tionately large stocks of ready oll would be 
required at London and each of the outport-;

has its demand for oil for immediate use been 


when a glut in the supplies of petroleum has 
been of rarer occurrence than it was formerly. 
Toconsistent as this statement may be regarded, 
it is e-sily explained by the fact that the 
oil does not remain so long in one place or 
wharf as it did years ago, when “forward” pur- 
chases were much more common than they are 
now, as the article often goes straight from the 
ship on its arrival, to the desler or consume:, 
without being warehoused for an indefinite 
period, and there is littie reason and still le-s 
policy for keeping petroleum oil in reserve, 
when the tendency of the market is strongly 
against holders. 


In proof of the downward move in the value 
of mineral oils this year, we subjoin a list of 
the prices of the leading descriptions at the 
commencement of each month since January 
last, from which it will be seen that the cur- 
rent quotations are in nearly all cases the low- 
est of any, viz:— 
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January, per gal.. 
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The only exception here is petroleum sgpirit, 
which ig dearer now than it was at the begin- 
ning of the year, and the kind of oil showing 
tbe greatest reduction in price is Rugsian water 
white, which is 2d per gallon lower than it wa- 
in January last,and as much as 244d@3d per 
gallon cheaper than the American product. 
This is a vast difference, considering that the 
quality of the ore oil is very nearly equally a- 
good as the other, and we should think that the 
merits and cheapness of Russisn water white 
oil have only to be more widely known for the 
article to be better appreciated than it has 
been by the trade. A sbort time ago Messrs. &. 
C. Joyce & Co. observed of Russian oi): “Only 
an insignificant quantity bas been sold, thoug! 
energetic efforts have been made to re-intro 

duce the business. The quality of American 
oil continuing to give every satisfaction, the 
price of same offers no incentive to buyers to 
again take up the Russian article, but which, 
all the same, exercises a healthy check on the 
Americans, who appeer terribly afraid of it.”

Vegetable Olls 


Linseed oil has advanced. On Thursday, ad- 
vices from the west, reporting a considerable 
rise in the price of seed coupled with the infor- 
mation that the crop had suffered considerable 
damage by drouthb, caused the local dealers to 

nnounce arg advance of 2c per gajlonon the 
price cf oil. Western and other out-of-town 
brands which were offering here quite freely 
during the early party of the week have prac- 
tically been withdrawn from the market. For 
a day or two following our last buyers appear- 
ed quite anxious to secure stock at 37@380 and 
obtained from 1,000 to 12,000 bbls uf out-of- 
town brands at these figures after which al- 
though many bids were made up to 39c, State 
and Western crushers refused to sell below 40c 
and were apparently not anxious to accept this 
price claiming to be short of oil. Yester- 
day the city makers advanced their price to 
43c and Western oil was not obtainable below 
4ic and very little at that. The market closes 
very firm with prospects of a still higher 
range of values should the price of seed be 
further advanced. The situation is treated 
at length in an article on our editorial pages. 


Crude cottonseed oil could be passed by with 
very few remarks, as there is not sufficient 
business doing to make a market, The same 
may be said atthe South where little or no 
prime crude is offering. Retfiners either have 
sufficient supplies or they are satisfied to close 
the season earlier than usual, as we hear of no 
transactions on their account. A few strag- 
giing lotsa of low grades are offering in this 
market principally at 2544c, but no interest is 
centered in prime oll. A new use for cotton 
oil is for candle making instead of tallow, and 
it is offered for this purpose after being put 
through a process which makes it resemble tal- 
low, but is lighter in color. There is a desire 
for information regarding the sale of other 
mulls inthe South. Report had it that from six 
to ten milis had changed hands during the past 
week, but it probably had reference to negotia- 
tions, instead of a consummation of new con- 
tracts. Traders hardly know what to think of 
the future, but are inclined to believe that the 
era of extreme low prices has passed, not to 
return for some years. Information from the 
South is of the same tenor as at this time last 
week. No crude oil is offering in Memphis. 


Refined cotton oil bas gained additional 
strength by some business at the advanced 
figure of 35c, as stated in vur editorial columns, 
but this figure is very reluctantly givea by 
buyers. All holders are quoting 35c for strictly 
prime summer yellow, but 34c would still buy a 
round lot from some holders. Off grades have 
been held at fictitious values, and a slow move- 
ment has been the result; holders had over- 
looked the fact in their effort to get a price cor- 
responding with prime, that off grades were ia 
large supply, but now they seem to realize it as 
the comparatively limited demand has caused 
offerings of near primeto be made at 3ligc 
without exciting any interest. The expecta- 
tion cf consumers is that off color Oil 
will have to meet the views of buyers to cause 
important transactions. The feeling in the 
market for prime is just the contrary. Sellers 
want to elevate their demands with the adyent 
of each day, but the presence of one or two 
holders who quote unchanged figures keeps 
the market about steady. The usual business 
is doing witbout any exciting feature. We 
have sales of 1,500 bbis in lots but no cargoes, 
and the prices realized were 34, 3444@35¢e for 
prime, according to quantity and hoijder. Re- 
ceipts for the week were only 1,702 bbls, but 
there is plenty in store to draw upon. As to 
future operations, the highest bid made to-day 
on ’Change for September delivery was 34c, 
and 39@4(\ic asked. Winter oils are in light de- 
mand, and quoted at 43c for yellow and 45c 
for white. Southern markets are relatively 
higher than here, New Orleans being quoted at 
33c and Memphis 32c for prime.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is cline by one holder 
at 534c and a discount for cash, with 5¢c 
bid, while other holders ask 554@5}<c, accord- 
ing to package. We have sales of 50 tons at 
the latter range. Cochin oil is held at previous 
figures of 734c. 

Spanish olive ol! is higher and held at 774c in 
a jobbing way, owing to stronger foreign ad- 
vices, and importers have beeu buying in this 
market at lower figures than the article can be 
brought here. Italian oil is quoted at 76c, but 
no important business is to be noted. This 
price can be shaded for stocks in other hands. 

Palm oil is neglected at 5i4c for prime Lagos. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


The lard oil market is well maintained at 
former prices of 5244@53c for prime city, 52c 
for prime Western, and 5ic for extra winter 
pressed. The firm position of lard, tallow and 
greases is a good support to the oil market, and 
a moderately good trade is passing. The belief 
is in higher values, rather than any drooping 
tendency, as the speculative interest in most 
articles is more active, and confidence in better 
things bas been restored in a measure. 

Sperm oil bas been taken in larger quanti- 
ties, principally for manufacture, for which 
we have sales of 1450 bbis prime crude at 73c 
and 75 bbis lower grade at 70c: also 550 bbis for 
export at the first named figure. Buyers are 
inthe market for other lots to send abroad 
but they hesitate to pay the price asked. The 
stock of crude at New Bedford is 19,645 bbis. 
The refined market is steady at our revised 
quotations on page 41. 

Whale oil has not realized the prices wanted 
by holders, as £00 bbls Northern have beep re- 
leased at 35cand 500 Southern at 82}4@33¢, for 
domestic use. Views of buyers were a long 
time in reaching 35c for Northern grades, but 
this figure is still some distance away from 40c 
which holders were inclined to demand, Stock 
of crude in New Bedford is 12,180 bbls. Re- 
fined whale oil has not changed in any particu- 
lar, notwithstanding the bullish views of crude 
holders. Pressers report a very quiet trade 
with no occasion to advance prices. 

Whale bone is held firmly at $275 per lb, but 
sales are unimportant.

Crude menhaden fish oil is moving to some 
extent in a quiet way. Surface indications 
would point to a very dull situation, but as 
stated two weeks ago, buyers are disposed to 
anticipate their wants in the expectation that 
other advancing markets and the poor fishing 
will enhance values. Holders are not peddling 
their oil and buyers have to solicit offerings, 
which is a feature that denotes an improve- 
ment in the tone of the market, although 
prices are no higher. About 1000 bbis have 
changed hands under 22c for prime Northern. 
In the absence of offerings it is difficult to state 
what figure would buy, but it is claimed that 
2lc would be accepted for good merchantable 
and 22c for selected. Exportersare notin the 
market and we hear of no inquiries from that 
source,neither are they asked to name a figure. 
The catch thus far this season is represented to 
be far below last season. A report gained cir- 
culation that the menhaden fishery interests 
were to be concentrated andthe whole indus- 
try controlled by one house, but the rumor

This fact is probably owing to 
the resumption of all industrial works with few 

xceptions and that they are being run to full 
capacity to make up for lost time occasioned 
by labor troubies and general business de- 
pression which is now being lifted and giving 
place to prosperity. Jobbers and brokers feel 
greatly encouraged over last week’s business; 
they were surprised at the increase in trade and 
are preparing for a still larger outlet. 

Parafiine oils are steady at previous prices of 
9%@l0c. for strictly prime 25 gravity, notwith- 
standing the various street rumors that sales 
have been made at 9c, and that same figure 
would still buy. The assertion that business 
has been done at 9c. is not denied, and there is 
no doubt but what seilers would accept this 
figure, but not for prime grades. If quality is 
not to be considered, then 9c. is the market 
price, but our quotations are for prime oil, and 
the market is always based on the value otf 
prime goods. The offerings of 28 gravity are 
not below 7c., and well known brands command 
7}4c. Red oils are not so firm, as buyers de- 
mand a reduction to correspond with regular 
paraffine grades. Special makes are held up to 
previous fancy figures. 

Cylinder stocks have probably reached bot- 
tom, as manufacturers are complaining of the 
small margin of profit and the trade in inferior 
grades which interfere with the movement of 
prime. In order to meet low prices very ques- 
tionable products are put on the market, but 
experienced jobbers are not deceived, as the 
price is a good tell-tale by exciting suspicion, 
There is more or less cutting of prices to meet 
competition, but the pushing of inferior 
grades under false culors is the greater evil. 
This is particularly noticeable in dark filtered 
and steam refined, which are always in large 
supply. 

Black reduced oils are on the same footing 
as last week, 15 cold test being quoted at 8@ 
&4c, 25 cold test at 7}44c and summer oil at 6c. 
Cold test grades are in light request, while 
summer oil has a moderate movement, but 
with no indications of higher prices being 
realized. 





Oil Cake. 

The position of the oil cake market is a little 
better, owing to the firmer feeling in linseed 
olland flaxseed, and the reports of probable 
short crop of the latter; but the change in cake 
is so slight in this market as to be hardly per- 
ceptible. Better prices have been realized in 
Chicago and the improvement is supported by 
a speculative interest buying in anticipation of 
higher prices. This market is expected to re- 
spond soon from the sellers’ standpoint; buyers 
see no chance, however, for higher values so 
long as the foreign markets are in their present 
insipid condition. There may be some large 
buying in the domestic markets on 
speculative account, for when the im- 
provement commences, values will hardly 
have another chance to recede to such a 
low point. This fact seems to be appreciated 
by outsiders especially, who are making quiet 
inquiries. There is a noticeable absence of 
statistics on cake, and the intention to keep its 
position in the West unknown is a marked 
feature of trade. No business of importance 
has transpired here during the week, but there 
is an intimation of something to come, Re- 
ceipts for the week at this port were 9,412 bags, 
Cottun cake is not offering freely and the 
Southern markets are steady at former prices, 
while trade is quiet. The quotation for 
Western cake on epot is $25 00@25 25, for ship- 
ment $2¢ 50, city cake $25 25@25 50 and cotton 
cake at New Orleans $19 50. 


Oil Meal. 

Notwithstanding the extremely dull trade ire 
cident to the decline of consumption in sum- 
mer, prices of oil meal have not changed and 
supplies are made only on order. State domes- 
tic is quoted nominally at $26 per ton and man- 
ufacturers always demand One dollar per ton 
above the price of cake, Cotton cake is $14 25 
@l4 50 for export at Memphis and $20 per ton 
at New Orleans. 

Oll Seeas. 

The flaxseed market is somewhat higher, be- 
ing influenced by reports of short crop occa- 
sioned by dry weather. On Thursday at Chi- 
cago, flax was called for at an advance, with 
sales at $1 liearly. to $113 bid later for No.1 
cash; $1 15 paid early, and $116 bid later for 
selier October, and $112 for the year, but few 
were willing to sell at all; 10,000 bushels were 
sold on that day for October delivery at $1 15, 
with $1 16 bid later.

“The oil market just at present does not 
offer many attractions to the speculative pub- 
lic,” remarked a veteran trader, as he idly 
toyed with his heavy gold watch chain. 


“You see, the market obstinately continues 
to hang inthe middle sixties. If it is pushed 
up a cent or two itis not for long, and almost 
before one knows it the gain is lost, and prices 
are off to their usual level. Speculators seem 
afraid of the market, and the little trading 
that is done is mainly in the hands of room 
traders and scalpers. 

**The mysteries at Cannonsburg and Taylors- 
town were disposed of early in the week, but 
the impression prevails that a great deal of 
monkeying has been going on, and that the 
Taylorstown well is really a good producer, or 
will be when once it is opened up. 


“Washington has furnished another surprise. 
It is in fact, a field of surprises, and it is the 
unexpected that genera!ly occurs there. It 
was thought from its location that the Curry, 
which was in the shadow of several gushers, 
would comein a big well. But it didn’t and 
itis one of the feather-weight preducers so 
peculiar to Washington. In that field you are 
aptto strike a gusher within ear shot ofa 
duster, and a dry hole in a garden of big wells. 

“Nitro glycerine, generally such a potent 
agent, has little or no effect on some Washing- 
ton wells. In a few cases, wells have been 
benefitted by shooting but the McKinney & 
Cameron No. 2 are shining exceptions. Tne 
Kane field is circumscribed, although there is 
considerable small territory yet to be devel- 
oped on the extreme northern edges. During 
the first half of this month the runs from Kane 
have averaged 5,280 bbls. 

“Tarkill is still the most active spot in oil- 
dom. The wells are 80 close to each other that 
they soon exhaust themselves. This means 
that the district will be short-lived. In Red 
Valley, operations are declining, the runs 
averaging 920 bbisaday. At Millerstown and 
Grand Valley several wells are under way, but 
none of them are considered of any impor- 
tance. The Shoustown pool is not growing 
fast, while Bradford and Allegany show un- 
failing signs of decay. 

“The runs are falling off gradually, but con- 
sumption still lags far behind. The daily pro- 
duction is close to 73,000 bbls aday. Here is 
my estimate of the output of the various

“I think these figures represent the produc- 
tion pretty closely. 

“Some think the market isa purchase at pre- 
sent figures. Toamanwho can buy the stuff 
outright and lock the yellow slips in his safe 
it is certainly a good investment. I would 
not advise speculators, or otherwise, to buy 
oil on margins. The storage charges are heavy 
and with the margins will make a big hole in 
the bank account of any dealer. The market in 
its present shape is uncertain and unsafe. 
Everything depends upon the field develop- 
ments, If Washington fizzles out suddenly 
then look out for an upward spurt. It is hard- 
ly probable that the market will be very active 
during the summer months. The impression in 
certain quarters seems to be, that the era of 
dullness now with us, has come to stay. Per- 
haps it has,” 

Like the short horse which is soon curried, 
not much is to be said of the course of the 
speculative petroleum market during the week 
closing to-night, Beyond rising a little bit, 
and falling a little bit. and being extremely 
dull while it was doing it, this week’s market, 
with the single exception of this afternoon, 
hasshown no hearty signs of animation. On 
Wednesday and Thursday, values hung be- 
tween 6544@6654c. On Friday as much as 6734c 
was paid for oil. Saturday and yesterday were 
very dull days. To-day there was a show of 
firmress at the start, which was not 
fully developed until it was almost 
time for the gong toring. On former occa- 
sions, when oil evinced a disposition to ad- 
vance, it was met by efforts, generally 
successful to forcea decline. This afternoon 
the bulls felt that right and power were on 
their side, and the market took a spurt to 68c 
closing a fraction below that figure both here 
and in the West.

Of the English market the London Grocer 
says: “Stocks in this port, which include both 
American and Russian descriptions, are now 
rapidly increasing through the recent heavy 
arrivals largely overtaking the deliveries,and 
on the 5th inst embraced 143,400 bbis, or nearly 
58.400 bbls more than the total in 1885. With 
reference to Russian petroleum it may be re- 
marked that the water-white oil in tanks re- 
cently brought to London by the Sviet turns 
out to beof better quality than in the first 

flush of its arrival was generally supposed, a 
not incunsicerable portion of the cargo con- 
sisting of the finest oil ever imported from the 
Muscovite territory, and it is consijered to be 
worth 5@55¢d per gallon, according to barrels 
and quality. On the other hand there are atill 
brands of Russian oil, with the barrels not in 
the best merchantable condition, which can be 
realized at 434@514d, being about the lowest 
prices ever knowa; but, tor the same reason 
that the American product does not sell so 
well, only small sales are now practicable at 
these rates on the spot,with November-Decem- 
ber deliveries at 554d, and for January at 64@ 
6d per gal.” 

Messrs. 8.C. Joyce & Co.in a late circular say: 
“The fear among American refiners that a 
large quantity of Russian oil would be shipped 
here to displace American is partia!ly dispelled; 
the low prices that have ruled during the past 
few months have successfully checked any 
large exports, and the total quantity of Russian 
oil expected is now very small. A good stock 
of last year’s shipments of Russian oil still re- 
mains on hand, the prejudice against it 
not being yet removed, but with a fair trial of 
certificated oil it should soon find a way into 
daily consumption.”

California’s Petroleum Wells. 


While it is known in a general sort of man- 
ner that petroleum has been found in some por- 
tions of the Golden State the extent of the oil 
bearing strata on that coast is not understood 
even by Californians, The localities where pe- 
troleum has been found are isolated and those 
who are interested in the sinking of wells and 
the refloing of petroleum decline to make pub- 
lic any information about them writes a cor- 
respondent of an eastern paper. 

At various points in the coast range of moun- 
tains, from Washington Territory to the Mexi- 
can line the presence of petroleum is made 


known by the oozing of oil from the rocks and 
its floating upon the surface of springs and 
streams. Immense deposits of asphaltum have 
a'so been found, notably in Southern Califor- 
nia, and these are nearly always accompanied 
with indications of the presence of petroleum. 
The coast range from San Francisco scuth- 
ward stems to be more especially favored with 
indications of oil, and here it is that the great- 
est development in well boring has taken place. 
While scattering wells have been sunk in sev- 
eral counties, it isin Ventura and Los Angeles 
that the most work has been done. The valley 
of the Santa Clara River, extending through 
the northern portion of Los Angelesand across 
Ventura county to the Pacific, has been the 
scene of the principal operations up to the 
present year. 

About Newhall, on the Southern Pavific Rail- 
road, several wells have been successfully sunk 
andarefinery has been established. There is 
another refinery at Alameda, across the bay at 
San Francisco, both being under the same con- 
trol and both consuming the entire petroleum 
output of the State. The company which owns 
these refineries decline giving any information 
concerning the extent of their operations. 
They have a monopoly of the coast trade, their 
only competitor being the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The daily output of these refineries is 
said to be about three bundred barrels, but 
it is undoubtedly much more than this. 
The output this year will reach 160,000 barrele. 
Nene of the wells are of any great depth and 
none are very heavy yielders. Most of them 
require to be pumped. At Puente, in Los An- 
geles cc unty, the other day, a genuine “gusher” 
was struck at a depth of about five hundred 
feet. The oil and gas rose higher than the top 
ofthe derrick, carrying with it the boring 
tools and wasting hundreds of barrels of oil. 

This is, of course, very small in comparison 
with the Pennsylvania yield, but it shows what 
can be done whenever an energetic effort shall 
be made in this direction. The entire number 
of wells now in operation is less than 100. The 
oil bearing belt is hundreds of miles in length 
and of considerable width.

First Arrival of Russian Oil in Tanks. 


The first importation of Russian petroleum 
oil in bulk has just been received per steamer 
“Svet,”’ which arrived jin London from Batoum 
on Monday last, with a cargo of 13,000 barrels, 
equal to about 500,000 (half a million) gallons 
of oil, the quality of which may be described 
as superfine or water-white, and such as can 
be bought as low as 5d per galion. The ‘*Svet,” 
with a registered tonnage of 1,475 tons, is a 
splendid vessel 275 feet in length, and has been 
specially built in Sweden for the trade. One 
peculiarity of her construction is, that her 
boilers and engines are situated in the aft or 
stern p1rt of the ship, together with the offi- 
cers’ apartments, and near to these are the 
coal bunkers and bulkheads, all of which 
are separated by three feet of water between 
them and the tanks containing the oil, so as to 
prevent the possibility of fire by their being in 
too close contact with each other. The vessel 
is also provided with powerful blowers for 
circulating the air, which is continually rusb- 
ing both above and below the tanks for the 
purpose of carrying off any gases or evapora- 
tion which may escape from the oil standing 
in bulk. There are sixteen tanks for the re- 


ception of the oil on board the Svet, which we 
have heard it said is not unlike ‘a ship within 
a ship,” as the oil she can carry is cloged up all

round. The Svet was only eight days com‘ng 
from Gibraltar, and is believed to be capable of 
performing the voyage hither from Batoum (a 
port in the Black sea) in about fourteen days, 
as she steams at the rate of eleven knots an 
hour. Tbe importers are Messrs. Aschenheim 
& Fubrken, Mincing Lane. E.C., and the en- 
tire cargo is being discharged at the Atlantic 
Wharf, close to the Regent’s canal, The Cru- 
sader, a much smaller vessel, which left New 
York witb ber third caro for this port on June 
5, is expected here next week.- London Grocer.

A New Petroleum Steamer. 

On the 17th of June, Messrs. W. Gray & Co 
launched an iron screw steamer named Bakuin. 
built specially for the purpose of carrying oil 
in bulk from the Black sea, and t» class 100 A 1 
at Lloyd’s. Her dimensions are 268 feet by 36 
feet by 20 feet linch. The engines are placed 
aft, and forward of the engine room and cross 
coal bunkers. The lower hold of the vessel is 
divided by longitudinal and transverse bulk- 
heads into 10 compartments, in addition to sev- 
eral air spaces fitted for extra safety. On the 
lower deck are fitted eight additional compart 
ments, which may be used in conjunction with 
those in the lower hold when required. Ex- 
pansion tanks are provided, to enable the oil to 
expand and contract with varying degrees of 
temperature, and these tanks are also made to 
be used as hatches for loading general cargo 
when required. The capacity for oil is 513,576 
gallons, equal to about 1960 tons weight, of lu- 
bricating and burning oils to be carried. Two 
powerful Worthington steam pumps are pro- 
vided for discharging the oil in about 12 hours, 
and a bridge amidships. The lower part of the 
vessel is constructed on tae cellular double 
bottom principle, having an extra large water 
baliast capacity. The ventilating arrange- 
ments are all adapted to the special require- 
ments of the trade, and for safety and efficiency 
the vessel will be lighted throughout by elec- 
tricity. Three cylinder, triple expansion en- 
gines will be supplied of sufficient power to 
drive the vessel 10% knots per hour, and the 
coal bunkers have a capacity of 370 tons.— 
London Public Ledg r

The Value «cf Viscosity and Specific 
Gravity Tests. 

At the last meeting of the Manchester section 
of the Bociety of Chemical Industry, Mr. Chas, 
J. Ellis read a paper on testing oils, which pro- 
voked the following discussion : 

Professor Mills said that it had been alleged 
that some counection existed between specific 
gravity and viscosity. On this point there 
ought to be no doubt or uncertainty. True 
they might find a very heavy oil more viscous 
than a light oil. but tbat there was no evidence 
ofa relationship between the two. Mr. Cole- 
man bad suggested almond oil asa standard of 
viscosity, but did not specify what class of 
almond oil be would prefer—whether that 
from sweet or bitter almonds. All those who 
used Maumene’s test must agree with Mr. Ellis 
in using mineral oil instexd of olive oil, which 
latter, however, often gave good results. 
Maumene himself would be the first to admit 
the use of minera! oil when he read Mr. Ellis’s 
remarks. 

Mr. Pattison said that the great attention 
which this subject had of late received, was 
perhaps an evidence of the existing depression 
in trade and the resulting desire to economize. 
No doubt in prosperous times great loss arove 
from the use of unsuitable oils, and any process

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which would aid in the selection of suitable 
lubricants was worthy of close attention. 
From the discussions on papers read in Glas- 
gow and elsewhere they had learnt that neither 
specific gravity nor viscosity were, either alone 
or in combination, absolute measures of value. 
For example, sperm oil—an oil of low gravity 
and viscosity—was an excellent luLricant. 
Could they ascertain what became of the oil 
which was put upon machinery, it might afford 
some evidence of the changes it underwent. 
As it was impossible that at the temperature of 
friction it was volatilized, might it not be de- 
composed insome way? Hence should they 
not direct their investigations towards those 
oils which were most unalterable, and lasted 
longest in use? 

Mr. Coleman, in reply, said that there was no 
reason to suppose that lubricating oils dissi- 
pated themselves in vapor or gas, or that, 
except in the case of vegetable oils, oxidation 
occurred, There were other qualities besides 
viscosity desirable, but unquestionably the 
using of an oil of proper viscosity was the most 
important, or the consequences might be 
serious in large cotton and other spinning 
mills. Sperm oil, which had about half ihe 
viscosity of rape or Jard oil, was best adapted 
for spinning machinery; but of late years, 
owing to the scareity of sperm oil, almost all 
spinning machinery was run by rape or lard oil 
diluted to the viscosity of sperm oil by admix- 
ture of mineral oil, hence th» importance o 
measuring the viscosi' y of mixed oils.

The sale of chloride of potash remains favor- 
able to manufacturers, the output of carnallite 
being larger. As yet our agriculturists do not 
pay much attention to potash for manuring 
purposes, while in America the Government 
recommends its use. 

The committee chosen by the distillers and 
spirit interest of the province of Posen has de™ 
cided in favor of a restriction of production to 
the extent of 20 per cent.,and of opening the 
distilling period in future on October 1. 

The following is a return of theconsumption 
and stocks of Chili saltpeter: Consumption in 
Europe from January 1 to May 31, 261,960 tone, 
against 277,000 tons in 1885; stocks in Europe on 
May 31, 82,700 tons, against 79,000 tons; floating 
stocks in Europe, 78,000 tons, against 108,000 
tons; supplies for consumption January 1 to 
May 31—at Hamburzv, 195,600 tons, against 97,- 
000 tons in 1885; English ports, 56,000 tons, 
against 72,500 tons.

been maintained for contraband opium than 
at present. Withali the peering, poking and 
prying of the searchers, however, the results in 
the way of actual seizures are nothing extra- 
ordinary, and it is even asserted by those who 
think they understand these things better than 
anybody else that small quantities of the drug 
have been purchased by custom house search- 
ers on one or two occasions, secreted aboard 


steamers and afterward “‘seized’"’ with a flour- 
ish of trumpets, and all for the sake of scoring 
a credit for vigilance, and efficiency which will 
be remembered when promotions are in order. 


Itis believed by those who are acquainted 
with the subject that at least two-thirds of the 
smuggled opium brought to that port is car- 
ried by the trans-Pacific steamers, of which 
there are two each month from Hong Kong. 
Thousands of pounds of the “contraband” are 
stowed away inthe steamers before their de- 
parture from Hong Kong: and are carried 
ashore under the noses, so to speak, of the cus- 
toms offivers, Some of the faverite places of 
concealment on board the steamers have al- 
ready been brought to public notice through 
the vigilance of the searchers, but there are 
many ways in which the drug is secreted 
aboard ship which are known to few beside 
the employees of the Pacific Mailand Occiden- 
tal and Oriental steamship companies. 


A reporter of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
who bas made a study of this branch of opium 
smuggling. has been so successful in discover 
ing the means adopted for keeping “the stuff” 
hidden fro the eye of the searcher as to be 
able to give an extended report on the subject. 
The list will, however, be confined to only the 
more peculiar and interesting plans of secret 
stowage. 

For years what is known as the “shaft key 
trick” has been worked on one of the steamers. 
A shaft key is made of polished steel, and is 
about one foot wide at the top and tapering 
down to about eight inches in width at the bot- 
tom, being of proportionate thickness and 
about three feet in length. The key used in 
the propeller shaft is of solid metal, but the 
smugglers employ a hollow dummy of exact!y 
the same size and made to contain thirty 
pounds, or about $500 worth of prepared 
opium. The cover is carefully adjusted and 
the sides are held together by rivets having 
sunken heads. To look at the dummy key one 
would think twice before undertaking to lift 
it, and yet it could readily be raised by one 
man. With two customs officers at the end of 
the gang plank, however, the dummy has been 
known to task to its utmost the strength of 
four able-bodied men. It has sometimes been 
wondered by the brass-buttoned representa- 
tives of the government why this particular 
shaft key should be brought ashore at the end 
ofeach voyage, but the explanation that it 
required repolishing at the shops, or must be 
‘ground down,” has generally been satisfac- 
tory. 

On the steamer City of Tokio there were boles 
drilled in the iron floor and covered with 
sheeting, which were used for many years for 
stowing contraband opium. The holes would 
contain in all about 500 pounds of the drug 
Although the searchers frequently passed 
through the long alley and sometimes beat the 
ends of their sticks over the “cached” goods no 
discoveries were ever made. A steamer’s shaft 
alley is a dark, narrow, low-roofed and alto- 
gether uninviting place in which to conduct 
official inspections, and for this reason, al- 
though frequently used for the purpose men- 
tioned, the finding of opium there is of rare 
occurrence. From the shaft alley opium is 
frequently taken ashore by means of carpen- 
ters’ saw-horses. A hole running nearly the 
whole length of the saw-borse is cut in its 
under side, and covered with a piece of wood 
which fits tightly into ita place and is held by 
two screws. From eight to twelve pounds of 
opium may be carried off the steamer in this 
manner, and there have been few instances of 
detection. 

A “boiler stick,’ as it is sometimes called, is 
employed in a similar manner. The stick is a 
heavy piece of wood,used as a’*rest” or lever in 
repairing boilers. {t can be easily duplicated by 
a hollow stick, in which small cans or inteat- 
ines containing opium may be placed and taken 
ashore as often as ten times aday. This means 
of smuggling the drug ashore was extensively 
employed until on one occasion a few years 
ago, a boiler maker carrying a stick downa 
gangplank stumbled, and the opium falling 
out, was quickly pounced upon by the customs 
officers. After that “stick smuggling” was 
abandoned, but changes in the customs force 
about the docks have encouraged its employ- 
ment recently. It is looked upon as one of the 
safest means of getting opium ashore, next to 
paying duty or “standing in’’ with the search- 
ers. If discovered, the smuggler can throw 
his stick overboard, when it sinks from the 
weight of heavy metal placed in the ends, 
Then, too, if the government’s watchers are 
observed to be unusually anxious about mak- 
ing a seizure, a sound stick may be allowed to 
pass through their hands, and having disarmed 

uspicion, the smuggler may half an hour later 
ake an opium stick ashore. 













On the old side-wheel steamers extra paddles 
were always taken along, to be used in case of 
the breaking of any of those in the wheels 
Although none might be broken on a trip, the 
persons having opium secreted aboard and who 
were desirous of getting it ashore would break 
or splinter some of the extra paddies aud by 
hollowing them out and filling them with “con- 
traband,” would secure the safe passage of 
their contents by throwing them overboard 
when they would be pi: ked up by confederates 
in small boats, 

An incident of; recent occurrence, which 
serves to illustrate the manner in which smug- 
gling operations are conducted from the ves- 
sel’s side, may here be related. Four steam- 
ship repairers in a small boat boat were on the 
side, close under the bow, and were being care 
fully regardad by the customs officers, who 
rightly suspected the object of their manoeuv- 
res, although they bad no bint as to the means 
to be employed. Suddenly the boat careened 
in the most unsuspicious manner, shipping 
about six inches of water. A moment later 
ene of the men in the boaé sang out to a man 
standing near the ash chute: Here, pass us 
down a plank. I don’t want to stand here with 
my feet in the water.” A four-by four inch 
piece of timber five feet long and containing 
forty pounds of opium, was passed through the 
chute and placed in the bottom of the boat. 
Two of the men stood on the timber while the 
“repairs” were being made, and the boat was 
taken under the wharf where the plank was 
transferred to another boat and taken ashore. 
This means of smuggling was adopted on a day 
when it was understood that more than ordi- 
nary vigilance was being exerted by the gov- 
ernment officers. 

Sometimes when boiler tubes are being re- 
placed by new ones, quantities of opium are 
taken ashore after having been packed in the 
middle of thetube. When a large number of 
tubes are to be taken from a steamship this 
system of smuggling is found to work very 
well, for after having inspected the first two or 
three lots the searchers naturally relax their 
vigilance, and twenty or thirty “fixed” tubes 
are then easily passed. Opium is rarely smug- 
gled ashore during the departure of passengers 
or while steamers are unloading, but more fre- 
quently after the vessels have been in port for 
afew days and are being overhauled by re- 
pairers. The government employees under- 
stand this and they are fully as vigilant in 
searching about for the drug at such times as 
they are in“*going through” the baggage of 
the steerage passengers. Heaps of refuse and 
old straw that are collected by the Chinese in 
the steward’s department are subjected to a 
careful examination by tbe inspectors, but it 
would require the eyeof a sphinx and the 
ubiquity of a Hawkshaw to follow the eccen- 
tric meanderings of aten pound can of opium 
from waste pile to waste pile, until it is finally 
spirited away under the medium of the shaft 
key or the saw horse. To throw the officers off 
their guard, a Mongolian will sit as if in mo- 
mentary fear of the discovery of something 
hidden away in a pile of deck sweepings a few 
yards away,when the very straw head on which 
he is sitting is the real object of his careful sol- 
icitation. A cabbage head, a bale of aleulfa, an 
old fruit can, or even the handle of a Japanese 
Parasol, may be made to do service in the man- 
ipulation of the “contraband” before the eyes 
of the inspectors.

The Peppermint Crop. 

Some friend of the KEPORTER bas sent usa 
copy of the weely Globe published in Mendon, 
Mich., with the following articie on the pepper- 
mint crop marked: 

“Inasmuch as Mendon is situated in the midst 
of the heaviest mint-growing section in Michi- 
gan, and thinking that to enlighten the grow- 
ers of peppermint asto the present prospects of 
this great industry, would be performing for 
them an appreciated service, we have taken es- 


pecial pains to inform ourselves of the present 
outlook, We are informed by most reliable 
men from ail over the country that the terri- 
ble beat and severe drought, the severest ever 
experienced in this section as far as our knowl- 
edge extends, bas ruined the peppermint crop. 
The drought, coupled with the fact that the 
roots were poor, not up to the usual standard, 
in the spring, bas cut the prospect of an aver- 
age crop atleast 50 per cent short. Rain will 
not if we should get it within a few days, help 
mint much, as it is too late to stool. From Not- 
tawa, Park, Leonidas, Brady and other places 
the report is crops never looked go poor, In 
Brady many fields will pot yield three pounds 
to the acre. Some fields are entirely aban- 
doned. In Park and Mendon there are some 
few pieces that look tolerably fair. 8o also 
does it on marsh lands,even the leaves are 
dropping badly on lowland mint. The acreage 
this season planted is about 30 per cent more 
than last season,but all agree that the yield will 
fall far short of last season. Growers look for 
good prices nezt season. J.H. Cunine, Esq., 
who is not a mint grower, just returned from a 
two months’ visit in Wayne and Ontario coun- 
ties, N. Y., reports that growers as well as deal- 
ers agree that the present peppermint crop in 
those counties will fall short at least 50 per 
cent of an average crop. He says he never saw 
the mint crop look 60 poor as in the state of 
New York.”

The manufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes for a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
unjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 
the inventor’s article when in point of fact they do not.

The past week has witnessed a decided im- 
provement in several departments of the drug 
market, and with prices in many lines tending 
upward, a more hopeful feeling prevails. The 
improvement here is to a great extent a reflec- 
tion of the improvement in the foreign mar- 
kets, butatthe same time there has beena 
very healthy increase in the consumptive de- 
mand and with stocks in the hands of the 
smaller dealers generally depleted, the outlook 
for a guod fall trade is very encouraging. The 
list of articles which bave advanced is much 
longer than usual this week, and there are 
many others which show decidedly more 
strength than for many weeks past, witha 
tendency toward a higher range of values. The 
principal changes are given in the list appended:

No changes of any importance have occurred 
in the Opium market since our last review 
while few large transactions’ have been con- 
sumated the jobbing trade has been fairly 
good. Single cases are held at $2 80@2 °%5 as to 
holder, with sales of 6 cs, reported within the 
range. The bulk of the trade at tbe moment is 
confined to troken packages, which are pro- 
curable at $29),although some holders con- 
tinue their quotations of $295. Future ship- 
ments in the absence of any active demand, are 
quoted at $165@170 in bond here as to quan- 
tity, holder and date of delivery. Powdered 
opium, under a better demand, which is fast 
reducing stochs,is gradually becoming firmer, 
and is new held at $390@395 as to 
holder and quantity. In speaking of 
the London market, under date of July 
10, Messrs. F. W. Bowyer & Bartlcet say: 

“There bas bccn a little more doing, and 
some holders of * Druggists’’’ descriptions are 
rather firmer. All ‘toit shipping’ kinds, ex 
cept fine Salonica, are pressed for sale, Salo- 
nica, of new crop, July-August shipment, bas 
been taken at Ils. and at the moment there are 
no further sellers at this price. Mixed quality 
of the last crop has been sold at ls, but for 
fine very full prices are still demanded, F.ne 
Malatia and Tokat are dull of sale, and reason- 
able c ffers would be entertained. The demand 
for * Druggists’’ kinds is very restricted ; tor 
some parce!3 of fine, higher prices are now 
asked. Seconds very dull of sale. VPersian.— 
sales of fine at 13s. 3d. to 133, 6d. 

There is no change in the position of mor- 
phine since our last report, While the demand 
has been light, makers see at the moment no 
reason why they should revise their prices, al- 
though buyers evidently are withholding their 
orders in anticipation of such an occurrence. 
Scotch is meeting with the usual demand at 
prices ranging from $1 85@2 10, as to quantity 
and style of packing. 

Quinine. 

The market for quinine has shown signs of a 
decided improvement in the consumptive de- 
mand since our last. This, no doubt, is caused 
by the general settling down to a 50c basis by 
the leading outside holders, which has resulted 
in the placing of several thousand ounces with 
jobbers at this figure. Speculators for the mo- 
vent seem to have withdrawn from the maeket, 
thus leaving it in the hands of consumers. who 
are taking advantage of the low prices to re- 
plenish their depleted stocks preparatory to the 
opening up of the usual fall trade. Agents of 
the various foreign makes continue their pre- 
vious quotations, with the exception of Zim- 
mer’s, which is offered at SOc, an offer 
of 4% being declined for a round 
lot for September delivery, From out- 
side holders B & 8S is obtainable at 50@5lc, 
as to quantity, while the agent continues to 
quote 55@62c, as to style of packing. Late 
mail advices from London do not indicate that 
an active demand exists in that quarter, as is 
seen from the following report; “In public 
sale on Thursday 1,000 0zs Brunswick in bulk 
were sold at 23 144d; 1,000 ozs Italian in bulk 
at the same price; 400 1-oz bottles of How- 
ards’ brand at 2s 9d, and 3,000 ozs Boebringer’s 
in bulk, just imported, at 2s 1d to 28 1444 per oz. 
After the sale of the latter parcel the broker 
effered another 4,000 ozs of the same 
brapd, and 8&0 ozs of Zimmer’s make 
in bulk, but without finding a purchaser.” 
Domestic makers all report a good consump- 
tive demand, much better than they usually 
expect at this season of the year, it being about 
a month or so earl:erthan ususl. No change 
in values is reported, the range being as previ- 
ously quoted, Messrs. Barber Brothers of 
London, have issued the following interesting 
circular: ‘The expectations of a reduction in 
the shipments from Ceylon have not yet been 
realized; on the contrary the latest advices 
continue to exhibit a tots) production upon a

Now, those interested in the Boston 
movement against undervaluations were 
prompted to action by the fact that Boston 
was not on a par with New Yorh; that goods 
would be admitted into that port at a lower 
rate than in Boston; In short, that there was no 
uniformity of appraisements, and to remedy 
thisa board of general appraisers was stg- 
gested which should be composed of experts, 
and whose decisions should be promulgated to 
all ports. The Senate committee is understood 
to bein favor of such a board; and yet it does 
not report. So, too, with the establishment of 
a custome’ court, which would be such a fuacil- 
ity to all importers and business mon, and 
which the officials of the Treasury Department 
have for years advocated. Now the passage of 
those two measures would be a positive boon 
to the business men of the country; they would 
not infringe upon the prerogative of the 
House, and business men are surprised that 
Senator Allison and his committee have not 
reported such mcasures at the present session:

Suitable land has already 
been chosen near Magdeburg, and it is expect- 
ed that saccharine will be offered to the trade 
in the beginning of next year.
